Gap in Gothic 
Line Widened 
by 8tfr Army

Gothic line, have advanced a dis- 
tance ot 12 miles at some points 
and have planted their artillery 
well within range of the Adriatic 
city of Rimini, allied headquar- 
ters announced loday. 


On the western end of the front, 


meanwhile, Ihc .bulletin said, 
the 


Fifth Army has cleared the last 
of Ihe enemy from high ground 
overlooking the important lateral 
road between Pisa and Florence. 


The gap torn in the eastern end 


of the Gothic line extended inland 
from Ihe port of Pesaro, on which 
Polish forces tightened their grip 
by rooting out the last stubborn 
pockets of resislance and execul- 
ing an encircling drive

coast almost 12 miles to the north. 
Gradara, 10 miles above Pesaro, 
was caught in the sweep.
